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Board Suspends Peterson; 
Practices To Be Investigated 



UIv Fiscal < Mlieer States 
Politics Motivates Claims 
He Improperly Used Office

altei ( «ov. Kelt 1. (.otnbs bad presented information indieat- 
ing Peterson used bis position to timber bis personal linancial 
interests. 

In the governor's statement it was alleged that Peterson, 
through liis dealings in University-related real estate 1 1 ans- 
ae tions. st< k k ownei ship in a launch y . tire set \ i< e. anil \ ending 
machine linn, personally prnlited ovei a ten-year period. 

1 he board members yvere told that although Peterson 
was not an used ol violating a criminal layv, his at lions yvere 
morally wrong. 

\lter considerable debate the board accepted ihe report 
ol a committee that there yvere not sulluient grounds lor 
prelen ing charges. Instead, the tommitlee lecommended ilia r 
a prolessional study be made, and the board voted to suspend 
Peterson until the study yvas completed. 

Peterson replied that the governor’s statements were er- 
roneous. "This undoubtedly stalls a controversy that will not 
end shindy,** he added li is not important that I slay at the 
University, but il is important to the University that the 
judgment ol the l niyersity be brought bai k to die tampus." 

He also stated that the govcrnoi’s action yvas politically 
motivated. He did not elaborate on ibis asseitioit.

Old Dog, 
New Tricks 



In a recent speech. President 
Dickey commented that he "is deep- 
ly concerned with the professor who 
remarks that he* can hold the per- 
centage of successful students in his 
classes to a hare minimum. 

We, too, are concerned. 

Such an idea, according to Dr. 
Dickey, does not necessarily mean 
that the teacher has set effective 
standards. It more than likely means 
that the teacher lias "dedicated all his 
efforts to failing and very little or 
none to teaching. 

There are too many instances on 
our campus where a professor flunks 
a certain amount of students, just for 
the sake of "balancing the curve, or 
satisfy ing his ego. 

Granted, many students deserve to 
b« tailed. But see believe that a pro- 
lessor who habitually tails an ab- 
normal number of students is not re- 
flecting the toughness or his course, 
rather it is a sign of his poor and 
inadequate presentation of the ma- 
terial in tlu* classroom. 

We are all familiar with the old 
maxim. Hr is smart ami knows his 
subject, but he can't teach it.' We 
know this is true, but we also be- 
lieve there are professors who cant 
teach a subject, and many time s this 
is due to poor preparation and to the 
lack of interest in a certain subject. 

In the past five years, the Uni- 
versity has made great strides in up- 
grading the scholastic program. Many 
courses have been re-evaluated and 
citlici eliminated <u changed. But tm 
the most part, the courses are more 
demanding, and more interesting than 
ever before*. 

The quality of the students is con- 
tinually increasing, as is evidenced 
by recent studies, surveys and the 
declining number of drop-outs. 

In like manner, the professors 
an adjusting themselves and their 
d ulses to this more scholastically 
dc sirablc cn\ ironment. 



But just as there art "deadwood 
students, there are also “deadwood 
professors. 

It is a sad irony to note that these 
te achers hide their ineffectiveness be- 
hind the thin facade of failing halt 
of the class or more, it is hard to 
comprehend how a teacher can justify 
his conscience for a job that he knows 
is not his best. 

We would like to think that a 
te acher here at the University is con- 
tinually re-evaluating himself to se*e 
it he is doing his best. It lie- is doing 
his be st and making a proper contri- 
bution to the* University ideals, this 
is fine. But it lie 1 is not putting forth 
a maximum effort, or it his best is 
not good enough, he should then re- 
sign from the' University staff, thus 
not onh doing justice to himself and 
the University but the student as 
well. 

In conclusion. Dr. Dickey* said, 
"The agent of growth is the teacher 
himself . . . his resolution must be 
strong enough to enable him at times 
to compensate tor shortage of time, 
energy , or resources, or even for in- 
different support by institutional su- 
pei iois." 

As the University and the stu- 
dents grow, we would like to see 
professors grow along with us.
